Seven students and one faculty 
member from Clarke will spend 
Holy Week in Appalachia, living and 
working with the Brothers of Chris- 
tian instruction to help meet the 
needs of the poor. 

The group includes; Mary Ernzen, 
Bev Gansemer, Marty Roddy, Amy 
Golm, Ellen Roche, Terri Peters, 
Lynn Jaeger and S. Mary Ann 
Zollmann of campus ministry. Each 
student was selected to Participate 
by submitting an application and be- 
ing interviewed during February. 

On March 22, the group will depart 
from Dubuque in a rented van and 
head for Maysel, a tiny community 25 
miles northeast of Charleston, W.Va. 
They plan to return to Dubuque on 
March 31. 

This is the sixth such trip organiz- 
ed by Clarke’s christian ministry 
department in as many years. Ann 
Leibold and Michelle Waknitz are co- 
Coordinating this year's trip. 

Upon arrival in Maysel, they will 
live in a community with the Brothers 
of Christian Instruction, a missionary 
order based in New York. The 
brothers’ living facility is a trailer 
located at a three-way intersection 
nestled in the mountains. It is adja- 
cent to a church and a recreation 
building, which the brothers staff in 
Cooperation with visiting service 
groups like the one from Clarke. 

During their visit, the Clarke peo- 
ple will have the Opportunity to par- 
ticipate in a variety of service pro- 
jects. If weather permits, they can 
help with construction work. Last 
year’s group helped to build a porch 
on a trailer and remodel the interior 
of a house, according to Leibold, who 

took advantage of the 1985 ex- 
Perience. “If residents have the 
money to buy materials or can get 
government aid, then the brothers 
and their helpers volunteer to do the 


work."’ 


The visitors will also spend time 


with the elderly, both in their homes 
and on outings. “Last year we took 
a blind man shopping,"’ Leibold 
recalled.

The recreation building is a multi- 
Purpose center that Clarke's group 
will help staff. ‘At night it's open to 
the area youth who enjoy the com- 
pany of their friends from Clarke 
every year,” said Leibold. 


The building also serves as a food 
pantry, run by a retired brother. The 
visiting group can help distribute 
government butter and cheese, as 
well as dispense other food to 
residents. 

‘‘A major emphasis of the excur- 
sion is on prayer and reflection on 
service,” said Zollmann. The visitors 
will participate in group prayer every- 
day with the brothers. They will also 
help to plan Holy Week services for 
the Catholic parish in Maysel. 

Only 2 percent of the area's 
Population is Catholic. ‘Most of the 
People are Baptists, but they respect 
the brothers and the Clarke 
volunteers,”’ said Leibold. 


The church in Maysel makes a 
definite impression on visitors. “It is 
rustic, informal and has large win- 
dows," Leibold recalled. ‘The altar 
is made of rough-cut wood and there 
are trees growing behind it. It really 
gives a peaceful, outdoors at- 
mosphere to the celebration of the 
liturgy. The sign of peace takes 
about 20 minutes." 

One of the highlights of the trip is 
planned for Good Friday. Every year 
the Clarke group hikes to the top of 
the mountain for lunch and a prayer 
service. It will be a time to reflect on 
the week's experiences. 


Leibold said that each year’s 
group has its own unique ex- 
periences. ‘You don't go with expec- 
tations about anything. It's hard to’ 
describe. You just blend in with the 
flow of life while you’re there, doing 
what you can for the people.”

Once again, notices have’ been posted around 
school that the cost of our education at. Clarke has 
gone up. We realize that the operating costs for the 
school have increased with the cost of living, but 
everyone else's living costs have increased, too. 

Unemployment is high; that's nothing new. Farms 
are going down the drain; we read about it everyday. 
Financial aid has been radically cut across the coun- 
try for next year; and in spite of these things we are 
being charged more money for our education. This in- 
crease seems very untimely, especially when Clarke 
is so adamantly recruiting new students. . 

Parents who are paying tultion bills can't afford the 
increases and neither can the students who pay-for 
school themselves. Students are now being forced to 
consider alternatives for their education: either transfer- 
ring to a state school or quitting school completely. 
Last year’s increase set many students back financial- 
ly, but this year’s increase may halt them altogether. 

It came as a surprise to discover the tuition, room 
and board increases. No one told us. We found notices 
taped to mirrors in the hallways on the way to classes; 
the same way we were notified last year. Our parents 
may have received information in the mail, but that 
doesn’t inform the students who are paying their own

And above all, after you’ve spent four years and 
thousands of dollars in this ‘“‘community,’’ you aren't 
even trusted enough to receive your diploma until every 
cent of your bill is paid. You can’t get a job without 
transcripts and a diploma. You can’t get your 
transcripts and diploma until your bill is paid. And you 
can’t pay your bill until you.have a job. It is obvious 
that a change is needed. Why couldn't seniors set up 
monthly payment plans so they could receive their 
diploma on graduation day? A
